Antarctic sanctuary saves millions Crisp, rich look dominates 
of penguins, seals from extinction

King penguins dwell safe and sound on the kelp-strewn beach of lonely Macquarie island

SYDNEY, Australia — Battered 
by the southern hurricanes, a 
lonely island, 22 miles long and 
thee miles wide, has become a 
sanctuary for the wildlife of 
Antarctica, 

Like a ghostly iceberg, Mac- 
quarie island, nearly 1,400 miles 
southeast of Melbourne, is now the 
refuge of millions of penguins, 
other birds and seals. 

Since 1948 when. Australian 
scientists first established a 
weather station on the island, it 
is estimated that the penguin 
population has doubled. 

Today, scientists assert there 
are more than five million pen- 
guins on the island where once 
predatory sealers and marooned 
seamen slaughtered thousands of} 
them for their oil. 

So terrific was the penguin and 
seal slaughter at Macquarie island 
between 1810—when the island 
was first discovered—and 1910 
that the wildlife of Antarctica 
abandoned the spot.

Macquarie island is now a 
sanctuary. Only scientists are al- 
lowed to kill the wildlife, and then 
only on a carefully calculated 
basis. So, safe from fears of 
slaughter and destruction, the 
penguins, albatross, elephant seals, 
leopard seals and all the south- 
ern ocean's fantastic life have re-| 
turned to Macquarie island.

REGINA. — New regulations to} 
take effect at the 1956 Saskatche- 
wan Provincial Seed Fair at Sas- 
katoon will require all grain 
samples exhibited to be taken from 
field inspected crops. 

Reason for the change, an-| 
nounced recently by a special com- | 
mittee, was the fact that, in the| 
past, hand picked samples have 
been exhibited, often bearing little 
relationship to the kind of seed} 
it is possible for a farmer to 
secure. 

Under the new regulations, an- 
nounced by Prof. R. D. Ramsay 
of the University of Saskatche- 
wan’s extension department end 
R. E. McKenzie, provincial plant 
industry director, exhibitors will 
be required to have an impartial

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GAMBLINGS A 
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CONSTRUCTION TO STAY AT 
HIGH LEVEL IN 1955 
cnstinesilf isiatinta 

Montreal, March 24—The pre- 
dicted high level of expenditure 
in Canada’s construction industry 
should provide a welcome stim- 
ulus to income and employment, 
says the Bank of Montreal in its 
March Business Review issued 
today. Under the title, “Construc- 
tion Work Ahead”, this month’s 
review examines the federal gov- 
ernment’s forecast of capital ex- 
penditures in 1955, 

9mploying one-fifth of the na- 
tion’s labor force, the building of 
new plant, equipment and hous- 
ing has been the mainstay of 
the country’s postwar prosperity, 
the B of M points out. From 1703 
million dollars in 1946, ihe an- 
nual value of capital outlays in- 
creased steadily to a peak of 
$5,841 million in 1953. Last year 
was the first since World War II 
that showed a decline in both 
the value and volume of new in- 
vestment in capital assets and 
was the first also to fall short of 
the government forecast. 

In the light of last year’s ex- 
perience, it is natural to view the 
estimates for 1955 with some re- 
servation. ‘Nevertheless, the size 
and nature of the 1955 forecast 
provides grounds for encourage- 
ment.” 

In a numbeer of industries not- 
iceably higher outlays are sched- 
uled, particularly in mining, pet- 
roleum developments and pulp 
and paper, Increases are also ex- 
pected in chemicals, non-ferrous 
cetal products, hydro-electric sta- 
tions, water transport and public 
works. However, reductions in 
capital outlays by the railroads 
are expected, as well as contin- 
ued declines in the transportation 
equipment industries, iron and 
steel, wood products and in the 
Wholesale trade 

A substantial increase in resi- 
dential housing is foreseen in 
1955. The number of housing 
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starts is forecast at 116,000, com- 
pared with the previous record 
of 113,000 last year, with total 
expenditures at $1,283 million as 
against $1,169 million in 1954. 
This represents 22 per cent of the 
over-all capital investment pro- 
gram. 

Increased spending is planned, 
too, for municipal services, tele- 
phones and retail outlets, and the 
number of children coming of 
school age is expected to boost 
outlays for new schools to $171 
million from $156 million in 1954 
These expenditures of all types 
should, the review points out, 
result in a continuing high level 
of demand for building maierials.
